By the vegetative system grass
in chopped up, spread over the putting
soll, and allowed to ‘‘vegotate,'’ The
varieties of grass ealled ‘‘bent'” are
generally used, being of the creeplng
genus.

Balu will propably use the .klnd of
grass called ‘‘creeping beat.' The
green foundations will shortly be started
ond  completed this spring. The soil
will be .J'ma to settle all summer and
in the fall the rlaﬁting will be done.

From a bed of pure strain of the grass
the “‘plants’* are taken and chopped up
into tendrils some three or four Inches
long.
